Spring begins 
but it feels 
like summer 

Mild weather brings out 
blooms and mowers 


The calendar says 
spring began Tuesday but 
those of us living in Gall¬ 
atin County kissed winter 
goodbye long ago. In fact, 
after one of the mildest 
winters on record, this 
week it will feel more like 
the beginning of summer 
than spring. 

The unusually warm 
weather has put early 
blooms on flowers and 
trees and motivated gar¬ 
deners to get their veg¬ 
etables in the ground. 

“It’s time to get to 
work,” said gardener Den¬ 
nis Roberts as he picked 
up cabbage, onion, and 
other plants at the South¬ 
ern States store in Warsaw 
on Saturday morning. “If 
this weather keeps up, I’ll 
be putting vegetables on 
my table in no time.” 

Water temperatures in 
area lakes, ponds and riv¬ 
ers are about 10 degrees 
warmer than usual which 
means fishermen are also 
getting their season off to 
an early start. 

“I went crappie fish¬ 
ing last weekend over at 
Big Bone,” a man watch¬ 
ing Gallatin County High 
School’s baseball game 
said on Monday. “The 
water temperature was al¬ 
ready 60 degrees which is 
unheard of in the middle 
of March. The fishing was 
great.” 

The early spring has 
also brought lawnmowers 


out of winter storage ear¬ 
lier than usual. 

“I can’t believe it’s not 
even April and everyone 
is mowing their lawns,” 
said assistant baseball 
coach Jimmy Roberts at 
Monday’s game. “That’s 
okay with me though. It 
can stay 80 degrees all 
year long and I’d be hap- 

py” 

The warm weather 
comes with some draw¬ 
backs, however. Allergy 
suffers have found their 
symptoms aggravated 
by pollen from the many 
trees and bushes that are 
blooming early. 

Also, Gallatin County 
extension agent David 
Hull warns the lack of 
killing freezes this winter 
could increase crop dam¬ 
age from insects and dis¬ 
eases. 

Hull also warns gar¬ 
deners not to jump the 
gun this spring. 

“This has been an un¬ 
precedented winter,” said 
Hull. “We’ve had warm 
spells in winter before 
but it usually cools off at 
night. It’s not doing that 
this year and soil temper¬ 
atures are already 60 de¬ 
grees. If someone wanted 
to gamble, he might go 
out and plant corn but I 
sure wouldn’t advise it. If 
anyone does put out their 
vegetables, I advise them 
to be ready to protect

UK makes right move with private builder 


“We’re moving in the right di¬ 
rection” is a phrase oft-repeated in 
Frankfort. 

But Senate Republicans did 
anything but on the recent meth- 
amphetamine legislation - com¬ 
mitting a foul worse than anything 
we see during March Madness. 

When faced with proposals 
that either force all Kentuckians to 
obtain a prescription before pur¬ 
chasing products containing pseu- 
doephedrine - an ingredient used 
to make the meth drug - or that 
severely limit purchases of Clari- 
tin D without a doctor’s note, that 
august body forfeited the game by 
voting to limit non-prescription 
purchases to about two boxes of 
decongestants per month. 

Though law enforcement pen¬ 
cil pushers failed in their mission 
to force all law-abiding citizens to 
find a doctor before we buy a box 
of Sudafed, the much-maligned 
pharmaceutical companies did 
not escape from the legislative 
sausage-making process without 
some restrictions. 

And now politicians claim they 
“did something” about Kentucky’s 
meth problem. 

“It’s been a reasonable compro¬ 
mise,” said Jerry Rhoads, D-Mad- 
isonville. ‘The final result is a step 
in the right direction.” 

Call it “sausage making.” Call 
it “horse trading.” Call it anything 
but “reasonable” or “a step in the 
right direction.” 

Since when is it “reasonable” 
for politicians charged with pro¬ 
tecting our individual freedoms to 
do just the opposite? 

But there are tim es when being 
“out of step” with the status quo 
really is “a step in the right direc¬ 
tion.” 

The University of Kentucky 
took such “a step” recently when it 


agreed for the first time to allow pri¬ 
vate developers to build some badly 
needed housing on campus. 

Education Realty Tmst will build 
a new 600-bed residence that will 
open next year. The private develop¬ 
ment firm will be responsible for the 
cost and upkeep of the $26 million 
project and will pay UK $5.3 million 
over the next 11 years that will help 
pay off debt on oilier dorms. 

Talk about wins all the way 
around. 

The school gets a big check and 
new housing to replace UK’s current 
“cinderblock Soviet style housing of 
the 50s and 60s,” as Alexander Gold- 
farb, a senior REIT analyst at Sandler 
O’Neill and Partners, described it in 
a Wall Street Journal story about this 
historic public-private partnership. 

From students’ perspective, it’s a 
slam-dunk move by new UK Presi¬ 
dent Eli Capilouto that puts at least 
some UK housing in the “Final Four” 
nationwide. 

“For universities to compete, they 
have to offer at least some housing 


that’s current with the times,” Gold- 
farb said. 

By hiring a private firm, the uni¬ 
versity will meet an urgent need for 
better campus housing, as illustrated 
by the fact that around 4,000 students 
annually sign up for the 684 cur¬ 
rent residence-hall beds considered 
“modem.” 

The university could have saved 
even more had it not determined that 
the private developer must pay pre¬ 
vailing-wage rates to workers. This 
government-mandated, union-like 
pay scale will consume 7.5 percent 
of the project’s cost - about $90 per 
bed per semester. 

Getting rid of prevailing wage 
rates would have guaranteed a spot 
on any March Madness highlight 
reel. But moving toward private de¬ 
velopers, who can construct student 
housing more quickly and at lower 
costs, is a big step in the right direc¬ 
tion.

Diabetes Risk Test - 
Take it, Share it 

American Diabetes Asso¬ 
ciation Alert Day®, which is 
held every fourth Tuesday in 
March, is a one-day, “wake- 
up call” asking the American 
public to take the Diabetes Risk 
Test to find out if they are at risk 
for developing type 2 diabetes. 
On March 27, the Association 
encourages Americans to “Join 
the Million Challenge” and 
take the all-new Diabetes Risk 
Test, as well as to share the test 
with everyone they care about 
- friends, family members and 
colleagues. The new Diabetes 
Risk Test asks users to answer 
simple questions about weight, 
age, family history and other 
potential risks for prediabetes 
or type 2 diabetes. 

Unfortunately, diagnosis of¬ 
ten comes 7 to 10 years after the 
onset of the disease, after dis¬ 
abling and even deadly compli¬ 


cations have had time to devel¬ 
op. Therefore, early diagnosis is 
critical to successful treatment 
and delaying or preventing 
some of its complications such 
as heart disease, blindness, kid¬ 
ney disease, stroke, amputation 
and death. 

Studies have shown that 
type 2 diabetes can often be 
prevented or delayed by losing 
just 7% of body weight (such 
as 15 pounds if you weigh 200) 
through regular physical activ¬ 
ity (30 minutes a day, five days 
a week) and healthy eating. 

By understanding your risk, 
you can take the necessary 
steps to help prevent the onset 
of type 2 diabetes. With each 
person that takes the test and 
knows their risk, we are that 
much closer to stopping dia¬ 
betes. Although Alert Day is a 
one-day event, the Risk Test is 
available year-round by calling

Dear Doctor Dirt, 

My husband and I 
have a couple of ques¬ 
tions pertaining to our 
vegetable garden. First, 
we usually buy 10-10-10 
fertilizer, but this year 
the store only had 15-15- 
15; I assume the latter is 
stronger, but how much 
stronger, and how much 
do we use? Can you rec¬ 
ommend a general pur¬ 
pose insecticide for the 
leaf-eating bugs that 
have plagued us over the 
last few years? Thanks 
so much.

Dear M.W., 

You know, you’re not 
the first person to ask me 
what the numbers on a 
fertilizer bag mean. And 
for any gardener or farm¬ 
er, it’s a pretty important 
piece of knowledge to 
understand. The numbers 
represent the percentage 
of nitrogen (N), phospho¬ 
rus (P), and potassium 
(K) in the bag of fertilizer. 
N, P, and K are the ele¬ 
ments the plants need in 
the greatest amounts for 
healthy growth. 

For example, a 100 
pound bag of 15-15-15 
fertilizer contains 15 
pounds of actual nitrogen, 
15 pounds of actual phos¬ 
phorus, and 15 pounds of 
actual potassium in that 
bag. The rest of the stuff 
in the bag is the carrier for 
the chemical elements. 

A typical garden calls 
for 3 pounds of N, P, and 


K per 1,000 square feet 
of garden. When you do 
the math, that comes out 
to 20 pounds of 15-15-15 
per 1,000 square feet of 
garden space. 

And don’t even ask me 
why K is the symbol for 
potassium. Heck, there’s 
no K to be found anywhere 
in the word. Probably just 
some smarty-pant chemist 
figuring he’d have a little 
fun with us normal folks. 

As far as a “general 
purpose” insecticide goes, 
that’s a pretty tough one. 
Some of the products are 
pretty specific to the pests 
you want to eradicate. My 
suggestion is for you to 
call the Extension Office 
at 567-5481 and ask for 
your free copy of ID-128, 
the “Growing Vegetables 
in Kentucky” book. It’s 
a great publication that 
covers all aspects of veg¬ 
etable gardening. I per¬ 
sonally think it’s the best 
publication the University

Bullying 

In an ideal world, everyone 
would treat others the way 
they would want to be treated. 
Unfortunately, we don’t live 
in an ideal world, and bullies 
exist. 

Bullying affects nearly 30 
percent of young people in the 
United States, including those 
who are bullies and victims. 
It occurs most frequently be¬ 
tween sixth and eighth grades. 
Bullying can be verbal, physi¬ 
cal or mental. Boys tend to 
bully boys, and girls usually 
target other girls. Boys and 
girls report instances of verbal 
bullying in which someone 
has made fun of their appear¬ 
ance or the way they talk. 
Boys tend to be the recipients 
of more physical forms bully¬ 
ing, such as hitting, kicking or 
pushing. Girl bullies tend to 
attack their victims in a more 
psychological way, such as 
asking others not to associate 
with victims or spreading gos¬ 
sip. They are also more likely 
than boys to be the targets of 
sexual comments. 

Those who are victims 
tend to feel lonely, depressed, 
embarrassed or have low self¬ 
esteem. In the most serious 
cases, students have commit¬ 
ted suicide or taken the lives 
of their fellow classmates. 

4-H realizes that bullying 
is a huge issue in our schools 
and communities and is ac¬ 
tively working with young 
people to promote acceptance 
and stop bullying. As a victim 
of bullying, Allyson Wilker- 
son, a Simpson County 4-H’er 
realized the emotional effects 
it can have on young people. 
She suggested that her fellow 
2010 4-H Teen Council mem¬ 
bers target that issue.

council members collected 
and received training on avail¬ 
able 4-H resources to educate 
others in their counties on the 
effects of bullying. Wilker- 
son took it one step further 
and partnered with two other 
Simpson County 4-H’ers to 
develop the I Resist Bullies 
program, in which they share 
their personal stories of being 
bullied. They have reached 
700 young Kentuckians and 
received recognition from Na¬ 
tional 4-H for their work. 

In Muhlenberg County, 
bullying was the No. 1 issue 
community leaders identi¬ 
fied for six teens and one 
adult leader to tackle as part 
of a National 4-H Council 
Engaging Youth, Serving 
Community grant the county 
received from the University 
of Kentucky. The teens used 
their creativity to develop and 
transform into superheroes, 
each targeting a specific type 
of bullying.

to amend and restate in full said First 
Amended Interlocal Cooperation Agree¬ 
ment executed on June 28, 2011 and July 
6, 11, 15, 20, 21, 25, and 26, 2011; 
WHEREAS, KRS 65.210 through 
65.300, the Interlocal Cooperation Act, 


allows for agreements to foster interlocal 
cooperation, to permit local governments 
units to make the most efficient use of 
their powers by enabling them to coop¬ 
erate with other localities on a basis of 
mutual advantage, and thereby to provide 
services and facilities in a manner pursu¬ 
ant to forms of governmental organiza¬ 
tion that will accord best with geographic, 
economic, population and other factors 
influencing the needs and development 
of local communities; and further allows 
public agencies to enter into agreements 
with one another for joint or coopera¬ 
tive action so that powers, privileges or 
authorities exercised and enjoyed jointly 
with other public agencies; 

WHEREAS, KRS.65.255 provides for 
cooperative action in the utilization of 
peace officers and police department 
members, while in the performance of 
their duties under an interlocal agreement 
while outside their own jurisdiction, shall 
have the full power of arrest and all pow¬ 
ers they possess in their own jurisdiction, 
and shall have the same immunities and 
privileges as if the duties were performed 
in their own jurisdiction; 

WHEREAS, the geographic areas of 
Kenton, Boone, Campbell, Pendleton, 
Gallatin and Grant Counties are such that 
frequently it is necessary to cross juris¬ 
dictional boundaries in order to travel 
from one part of a county to another part 
of the same county; 

WHEREAS, during the normal course 
of duty, travel through Kenton, Boone, 
Campbell, Pendleton, Gallatin and Grant 
Counties becomes a necessity, e.g. Dig¬ 
nitary protection originating from the 
Northern Kentucky/Greater Cincinnati 
International Airport in Boone County 
and traveling to and from the Kentucky 
State Police Crime lab in Campbell 
County; 

WHEREAS, there is evidence that 
criminal activity exists in the Greater 
Cincinnati/Northern Kentucky area, that 
such illegal activity is detrimental to the 
health and general welfare of the popu¬ 
lous of the entire area, and that law en¬ 
forcement can achieve its greatest impact 
in combating this illegal activity by way 
of interlocal cooperation whereby the 
Kenton County Police, Kenton County 
Sheriff’s Office, Boone County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office, the Campbell County Po¬ 
lice, Campbell County Sheriff’s Office, 
Pendleton County Sheriff’s Office, the 
Gallatin County Sheriff’s Office and the 
Grant County Sheriff’s Office jurisdic¬ 
tions and law enforcement powers may 
be exercised in each county by members 
of their respective departments and sher¬ 
iffs’ offices. Such jurisdiction and law 
enforcement power may be exercised in 
each county by regular full-time depu¬ 
ties or part-time deputies that are POPS 
certified, sworn Kenton County Police, 
Kenton County Sheriff’s Deputy, Boone 
County Sheriff’s Deputy, Campbell 
County Police, Campbell County Sher¬ 
iff’s Deputy, Pendleton County Sheriff’s 
Deputy, Gallatin County Sheriff’s Dep¬ 
uty and Grant County Sheriff’s Deputy 
personnel who are trained pursuant to 
KLEFF standards for police officers in 
Kentucky and shall include the authority 
to conduct investigations and searches, 
make arrests, seize property pursuant to 
applicable law, carry firearms, execute 
search and arrest warrants, deliver sub¬ 
poenas and summonses issued under 
authority of law, and perform other law 
enforcement duties and activities, as di¬ 
rected by their respective Chief of Police 
and/or Sheriff, or his/her designee. 

In consideration of the foregoing prem¬ 
ises and on the following terms and con¬ 
ditions, Kenton County, Boone County, 
Campbell County, Pendleton County, 
Gallatin County and Grant County and 
the Kenton County, Kentucky Sheriff; 
the Boone County, Kentucky Sheriff; the 
Campbell County, Kentucky Sheriff; the 
Pendleton County, Kentucky Sheriff; the 
Gallatin County Kentucky Sheriff and 
the Grant County Kentucky Sheriff enter 
into and agree as follows: 

1. The duration of this Agreement shall 
be perpetual unless sooner terminated as 
set forth herein; and this Agreement shall 
become effective when all the following 
have occurred; 

A. This Agreement has been au¬ 
thorized by the Kenton County Fiscal 
Court, the Boone County Fiscal Court, 
the Campbell County Fiscal Court, the 
Pendleton County Fiscal Court, the Gal¬ 
latin County Fiscal Court and the Grant 
County Fiscal Court by appropriate or¬ 
dinance, resolution or otherwise pursu¬ 
ant to law as set forth in KRS 65.240(2) 
and by the Sheriffs of Boone, Campbell, 
Kenton, Pendleton, Gallatin and Grant 
Counties; 

B. This Agreement has been ap¬ 
proved by the Kentucky Department for 
Local Government, or upon expiration of 
sixty (60) days after this Agreement shall 
have been submitted to the Kentucky 
Department for Local Government for 
approval as set forth in KRS 65.260(2); 
and 

C. This Agreement is filed pursuant 
to KRS 65.290. 

2. There shall be no separate legal or 
administrative entity created to admin¬ 
ister this Agreement. The Chiefs of the 
Kenton County Police Department, 
Campbell County Police Department or 
their designees and the Boone County, 
Kentucky Sheriff; the Kenton County, 
Kentucky Sheriff; the Campbell County, 
Kentucky Sheriff; the Pendleton County, 
Kentucky Sheriff; the Gallatin County, 
Kentucky Sheriff; and the Grant County, 
Kentucky Sheriff or their designees, shall 
oversee, supervise and administer the 
law enforcement activities authorized by 
this Agreement. The Chief and/or Sheriff 
of each office shall coordinate all such 
activities with the Chief of the County 
Police and/or Sheriff in which jurisdic¬ 
tion the activity occurs. 

3. The purpose or purposes of the Agree¬ 
ment shall be to allow members of the 
Kenton County Police Department, 
Campbell County Police Department 
and the full time members of the coun¬ 
ties respective Sheriffs’ offices of Kenton 
County, Boone County, Campbell Coun¬ 
ty, Pendleton County, Gallatin County 
and Grant County to exercise their law 
enforcement powers away from their re¬ 
spective counties by providing additional 
jurisdiction to include Kenton, Boone, 
Campbell, Pendleton, Gallatin and Grant 
Counties. Such police jurisdiction and 
law enforcement power may be exer¬ 
cised in Kenton County, Boone County, 
Campbell County, Pendleton County, 
Gallatin County and Grant County by 
regular full-time, sworn members of 
the Kenton County Police Department, 
Campbell County Police Department, 
Boone County Sheriff, Kenton County 
Sheriff, Campbell County Sheriff, Pend¬ 
leton County Sheriff, the Gallatin County 
Sheriff and the Grant County Sheriff who 
have received training as required by 
KLEFF standards for police officers in 
Kentucky and shall include the authority 
to conduct investigations and searches, 
make arrests, seize property pursuant to 
applicable law, carry firearms, execute 
search and arrest warrants, deliver sub¬ 


poenas and summonses issued under 
authority of law, and perform other law 
enforcement duties and activities, as 
directed by the Chief of Police and/or 
Sheriff, or, his/her designee. Members 
of the Kenton County Police Department 
and Campbell Police Department and the 
respective Sheriffs’ offices of Kenton, 
Boone, Campbell, Pendleton, Gallatin 
and Grant Counties shall also cooper¬ 
ate with any other federal, state or local 
law enforcement agency or official in 
any investigation, search, arrest or other 
law enforcement activity undertaken in 
Kenton County, Boone County, Camp¬ 
bell County, Pendleton County, Gal¬ 
latin County and Grant County. While 
undertaking cooperation action in the 
utilization of peace officers, members of 
Kenton County Police Department and 
Campbell County Police Department 
shall have the full power of arrest and all 
other powers that the Kenton County Po¬ 
lice and Campbell County Police have in 
their own jurisdiction. These enumerated 
powers, immunity, liabilities and privi¬ 
leges are not exclusive, and this Agree¬ 
ment specifically shall convey upon the 
members of the Kenton County Police 
Department and Campbell County Police 
Department, all powers, immunities, li¬ 
abilities and privileges permitted by KRS 
65.255 while they are in Kenton County, 
Boone County, Campbell County, Pend¬ 
leton County, Gallatin County and Grant 
County. 

4. The Fiscal Courts of Kenton County, 
Boone County, Campbell County, Pend¬ 
leton County, Gallatin County and Grant 
County by and through their police de¬ 
partments and their respective sheriffs’ 
offices shall finance any undertakings 
of its law enforcement personnel while 
in Kenton, Boone, Campbell, Pendleton, 
Gallatin and Grant Counties, shall pay 
and provide for payment of any salaries, 
wages, expenses and benefits to or on 
behalf of any of its personnel and shall 
pay the employer’s share involved in any 
pertinent pension or plans appreciable to 
their law enforcement personnel. 

5. Any party to this Agreement may with¬ 
draw their participation upon expiration 
of ninety (90) days after written notice 
to the other parties. Kenton County, 
Boone County, Campbell County, Pend¬ 
leton County, Gallatin County and Grant 
County shall each purchase and own its 
own property used in conjunction with 
this Agreement, and therefore there are 
not arrangements for disposing of prop¬ 
erty upon termination of this Agreement. 

6. There shall be no administrator or join 
board responsible for administering the 
cooperation undertaking permitted by 
this Agreement. The Chiefs of Police 
of the Kenton County Police Depart¬ 
ment and Campbell County Police De¬ 
partment, or their designee and the six 
County Sheriffs, or their designees, shall 
each be responsible for administering 
his/her respective department’s part in 
the cooperative undertaking permitted 
by this Agreement, while maintaining 
contact and coordinating such activities 
with each other. Each Chief of Police and 
Sheriff shall report periodically to his/her 
respective Judge/Executive regarding the 
cooperative undertakings permitted by 
this Agreement. 

7. The manner of acquiring, holding and 
disposing of real and personal property 
used in the cooperative undertaking per¬ 
mitted by this Agreement shall continue 
in the same manner as each respective 
police and sheriff’s office acquires, holds 
and disposes of its separate and real 
property. It is not expected that Kenton, 
Boone, Campbell, Pendleton, Gallatin 
and Grant Counties acquire and hold real 
personal property to be used in the co¬ 
operative undertaking permitted by this 
Agreement. If any such real or personal 
property is acquired and held jointly then 
upon disposal, the counties involved 
shall each share any proceeds thereof in 
proportion to its contribution made upon 
acquisition of such property. 

8. Upon approval of this agreement pur¬ 
suant to appropriate action by ordinance, 
resolution or otherwise to law by Kenton 
County, Boone County, Campbell Coun¬ 
ty, Pendleton County, Gallatin County 
and Grant County and execution by the 
six sheriffs, this Agreement shall be 
submitted to the Kentucky Department 
of Local Government, who shall deter¬ 
mine whether the Agreement is in proper 
form and compatible with the laws of the 
State. 

9. This Second Amended Interlocal 
Agreement amends, restates in full and 
supersedes that certain First Amended 
Interlocal Cooperation Agreement as 
executed on June 28, 2011 and July 6, 
11, 15, 20, 21, 25 and 26, 2011 by and 
between the County of Kenton, Ken¬ 
tucky; the County of Boone, Kentucky; 
the County of Campbell, Kentucky; the 
County of Pendleton, Kentucky; the 
Boone County, Kentucky Sheriff; the 
Kenton County, Kentucky Sheriff; the 
Campbell County, Kentucky Sheriff; and 
the Pendleton County, Kentucky Sheriff. 

10. Amendments to this agreement shall 
be effective only upon adoption by ap¬ 
propriate action by ordinance, resolution 
or otherwise pursuant to law by Kenton 
County, Boone County, Campbell Coun¬ 
ty, Pendleton County, Gallatin County 
and Grant County and the participating 
sheriffs and after approved by the Ken¬ 
tucky Department Local Government 
and upon filing pursuant to KRS 65.290.

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PUBLIC NOTICE: 

AN ORDINANCE RELATED TO 
PLANNING AND ZONING 
Be it Ordained by the Gallatin Fiscal 
Court as follows: 

There is hereby created a new section of 
the Gallatin County Zoning Ordinance 
(chapter 153, Gallatin County Code of 
Ordinances), which shall establish, de¬ 
fine and provide for the regulation of a 
Planned Rural Recreational Resort zone 
(PRRR) which shall read as follows: 
Purpose and Intent 
The purpose of the planned rural recre¬ 
ational resort (PRRR) district is to protect 
and promote the public health, safety and 
general welfare by allowing development 
of large scale regional recreational and 
entertainment facilities in appropriate 
locations under a unified plan of devel¬ 


opment. The PRRR district is intended to 
enhance the county’s economic viability 
by permitting a mix of commercial and 
recreational development strategically 
designed such that public access, light¬ 
ing, business-related deliveries and other 
aspects of commercial and recreational 
development will have limited impact 
on surrounding areas. The PRRR district 
will allow limited residential develop¬ 
ment in conjunction with commercial 
and recreational development in an ap¬ 
propriate setting. 

Planned rural recreational resort devel¬ 
opment shall occur only when it can be 
demonstrated that a specific or unique 
need exists in a local neighborhood or 
community, or that regional recreational 
and commercial activity of a specific na¬ 
ture would maintain the character of the 
local area and would benefit the entire 
county community. Within the PRRR 
district, development is to be carefully 
planned to provide the organized loca¬ 
tion of commercial and recreational 
structures, service, and activity areas; 
open space; and coordinated vehicular, 
pedestrian and bicycle routes or circula¬ 
tion. Landscaped areas and buffer zones 
shall be provided to protect the integrity 
of surrounding properties. 

Recognizing that such developments may 
be incompatible with existing or planned 
higher density residential or commercial 
uses due to noise, traffic or other factors, 
it is intended that the PRRR district be 
allowed outside of the designated growth 
areas established in the Comprehensive 
Plan provided the general purposes of 
the Comprehensive Plan are promoted. 
The PRRR district is intended to provide 
an alternative to traditional commercial 
and recreational development by allow¬ 
ing the use of creative design to preserve 
trees, streams, ponds and other natural 
features and to enhance commercial and 
recreational development with innova¬ 
tive landscaping, architecture, and low 
impact development. Care must be taken 
in residential, rural and agricultural areas 
to protect and buffer those areas from 
potential impact of this type of develop¬ 
ment. 

Recognizing that such a development 
may substantially reduce the functional 
integrity and safety of public roads if 
permitted on inappropriately sized roads 
and with unplanned access, it is intended 
that the PRRR district be established on 
roads designated as principal and minor 
arterial highways in the Comprehen¬ 
sive Plan. It is further intended that the 
number of access points to public roads 
be minimized and that development and 
access be oriented towards an internal 
roads system having carefully planned 
intersections with existing public roads. 
A PRRR district shall be established in 
accordance with an approved master 
plan. The master plan shall be designed 
to ensure the convenient relationships 
between various functional areas of the 
project. The design, arrangement, and 
shape of each use area or lot shall pro¬ 
vide satisfactory and desirable sites for 
buildings and/or the designated use and 
shall provide safe and convenient access 
and traffic flow. 

Specific requirements for recreational 
vehicle parks 

In addition to the requirements set out, 
recreational vehicle parks must also meet 
the following requirements. 

(a) Applicants for recreational vehicle 
parks must submit an application for 
zoning amendment to a recreational ve¬ 
hicle district per the requirements of this 
ordinance. 

(b) Recreational vehicle park applica¬ 
tion and preliminary site plan required 
with zoning request. Applicants for rec¬ 
reational vehicle parks shall meet the fol¬ 
lowing minimum requirements for site 
plans to be submitted with an application 
for zoning amendment to a recreational 
vehicle district: 

(1) Site plans shall be legible drawn to 
scale 

(2) A vicinity map showing the location 
and area of the proposed park. 

(3) The boundary lines, area, and bound¬ 
ary dimensions of the proposed park. 

(4) The location and dimensions, if any, 
of all existing streets and street rights- 
of-way, easements, water, sewerage, 
drainage facilities, and other community 
facilities and utilities on and adjacent to 
the proposed park. 

(5) Proposed layout, including interior 
streets with dimensions, location and 
type of solid waste collection facilities, 
lot lines, dimensions and areas of camp¬ 
sites; common open space and recreation 
areas, common parking areas and other 
common areas; recreation buildings, if 
any, and other permanent strcutures. 

(6) Plan for adequate drainage with street 
and lot plan designed to avoid drainage 
problems. Proposed layout shall consider 
terrain and its effect on adequate drain¬ 
age away from proposed campsites and 
in the design of streets with channels or 
drainage structures to assure that pond¬ 
ing or other associated drainage prob¬ 
lems will not occur. 

(7) The site plan shall be accompanied 
by a narrative statement describing how 
the standards and requirements set forth 
herein are to be met; a statement that 
there will be an adequate supply of pota¬ 
ble water from either a public water sup¬ 
ply system or from a private water sys¬ 
tem conforming to all applicable laws, 
regulations, resolutions and ordinances, 
and a statement that there will be an ad¬ 
equate sewer system. Both statements on 
water and sewer shall have preliminary 
approval from the health official or the 
director of public works, where appro¬ 
priate. 

(1) The proposed method and location of 
the sewage disposal system 

(2) The proposed sources and location of 
the water supply. 

(3) The number, location and dimensions 
of all campsites. 

(4) The number, description and location 
of proposed sanitary facilities such as toi¬ 
lets, dump stations, sewer lines, etc. 

(5) Name and address of applicant. 

(6) Location, boundaries and dimensions 
of the proposed project. 

(7) Such other pertinent information as 
the health Commissioner may deem nec¬ 
essary. 

(b) In addition to the provision in the 
preceding paragraph, no site plan for a 
camping and 

(d) Area regulations 

(1) The minimum lot size required for 
application and institution of a camping 
and overnight recreational area shall be 
ten (10) contiguous acres. 

(2) The minimum campsite area shall be 
2,000 square feet. 

(3) The density of campsites provided 
for units shall in no case exceed 15 camp 
sites per gross park acreage and no one 

(1) acre shall exceed 15 camp sites. For 
density purposes, a net acre shall not in¬ 
clude any land in the 100-year floodplain 
or land used for streets and other public 
purposes. 

(e) No camping and overnight recre¬ 
ational area or individual camping unit 
shall be used as a permanent place of 
residence, abode, domicile, dwelling 
or business. Continuous occupancy for 
more than 14 days in any 30-day period 
or more than six months in any twelve- 
month period is prohibited. Except that 
manufactured homes or single family 
residences established pursuant to this 
ordinance may be located in each camp¬ 
ing and overnight recreational area as 
residences for caretakers who derive a 
significant portion of their income from 
the maintenance and/or management of 
the facility. 

(f) Every owner or operator of a camp¬ 
ing and overnight recreational area shall 
maintain a register containing a record of 
all camping units and occupants. Such 


register shall be available to the Zoning 
Administrator, or any other authorized 
agent inspecting the camping and over¬ 
night recreational area and shall be pre¬ 
served for one full year or such time as is 
needed to demonstrate that the facilities 
are not being used by anyone other than 
the caretaker as a permanent residence or 
domicile. Said register shall contain: 

(1) the names and permanent addresses 
of all camping unit occupants; 

(2) the make, model and license number 
of the camping unit; 

(3) the dates of arrival and departure of a 
camping unit and its occupants 

(g) Retail sales exclusively for the use of 
camping and overnight recreational area 
tenants are permitted. Items are limited to 
food, recreational supplies, personal care 
items and other items clearly supportive 
of campgrounds tenants’ needs. Except 
in planned rural recreational resorts, sites 
engaged in retail uses, including parking 
related to such use, shall be no larger 
than 10 percent of the total camping and 
overnight recreational area or one (1) 
acre, whichever is the lesser. 

(h) No permanent or semi-permanent 
structure shall be affixed to any recre¬ 
ational vehicle as a structural addition to 
such recreational vehicle, nor shall any 
accessory structure be permitted on any 
campsite except as provided below. 

(1) A deck may be provided for use by 
the occupants of a recreational vehicle 
provided the deck is no larger than 180 
square feet and extends no further than 
ten (10) feet beyond the recreational ve¬ 
hicle. 

(2) A porch may be provided for the use 
of the occupants provided it does not 
exceed two hundred (200) square feet 
and extends no further than ten (10) feet 
beyond the recreational vehicle. At least 
50 percent of each porch wall shall be 
windows, screens and/or doors. 

(3) A protective awning may be con¬ 
structed above a recreational vehicle pro¬ 
vided it extends no further than one (1) 
foot on any side of a recreational vehicle 
and the maximum height of the roof shall 
not exceed fifteen (15) feet. 

(i) No permanent or semi-permanent al¬ 
terations may be made to a recreational 
vehicle that would render it inoperable 
as a motor vehicle. Neither the wheels, 
tires, nor axles shall be removed from a 
vehicle nor shall it be permanently af¬ 
fixed to the ground. Trailer hitches may 
be temporarily reversed but may not be 
removed. 

(j) Sanitary stations 

(1) Each camping and overnight rec¬ 
reational area shall be provided with at 
least one (1) sanitary station 

(2) In no case shall portable toilets be 
permitted within a camping and over¬ 
night recreational area 
Caretaker’s Residence. One manufac¬ 
tured home or single-family residence, 
established pursuant to this ordinance, 
may be located in a campground as a 
caretaker’s residence. 

Sewage Holding Tank. A sewage hold¬ 
ing tank for self-contained recreational 
vehicles shall be provided within the 
recreational vehicle park or the park op¬ 
erator shall provide or have provided a 
pumping service from the recreational 
vehicles into a sewage tank truck. 
General qualifying requirements. 

Land may be considered for PRRR dis¬ 
trict zoning only if it meets the following 
conditions: 

(a) Ownership requirements. The project 
area must be under one (1) ownership or 
under unified control at the time of appli¬ 
cation. The holder of a written contract 
or option to purchase the land shall, for 
the purpose of such application, but not 
for the approval of any final plans, be 
deemed to be an owner of such land. Uni¬ 
fied control may be established by: 

(1) Formation of an owners’ association 
which shall have the authority to act as a 
single entity in application for rezoning 
and in the development of the PRRR, or; 

(2) Covenants and restrictions, properly 
executed and recorded in the office of the 
clerk of the circuit court of the county, 
which shall run with the land and will 
insure all development will be in ac¬ 
cordance with the master plan and any 
conditions and restrictions of the rezon¬ 
ing, or, 

(3) By an agreement of all owners, prop¬ 
erly executed and recorded in the office 
of the clerk of the circuit court of the 
county, which shall ensure all develop¬ 
ment will be in accordance with the mas¬ 
ter plan and any conditions and restric¬ 
tions of the rezoning; 

(b) Availability of public utilities. The 
project area shall be served by a public 
water and sewer system or a community 
water and sewer system approved by the 
appropriate local/state agencies. All uses 
in the project requiring water and sewer 
service shall connect to the approved 
system. 

(c) Open space. Not less than twenty-five 
(25) percent of the total acreage of each 
PRRR project shall be devoted to open 
space. 

(d) Streets. Public streets are permitted, 
subject to approval and acceptance by the 
Kentucky Department of Transportation 
(KYDOT). Private streets are permitted, 
subject to the regulations stated herein¬ 
after. All entrances from existing public 
roads or highways shall be approved by 
KYDOT. 

(e) One hundred-year flood plain. Land 
within the one hundred-year flood plain 
shall be used only for open space, park¬ 
ing, trails, and picnic shelters that are 
completely open on all sides. No other 
structures hall be permitted. No struc¬ 
tures or uses shall be permitted in the 
floodway. Filling of the flood plain for 
the purpose of constructing a building, 
other than picnic shelters, shall not occur, 
even if permitted by other agencies. 

(i) Outdoor lighting. Within the PRRR 
district all outdoor lighting, including the 
placement, orientation, distribution pat¬ 
terns and fixture types of outdoor lights 
shall be installed to protect the district 
and the adjoining properties from light 
trespass and light pollution to the fullest 
extent possible. Outdoor lighting shall be 
subject to the following regulations: 

(1) No lighting shall be allowed to pro¬ 
duce illumination or glare on public or 
private streets or roads detrimental to the 
safety and convenience of the public. 

(2) Lighting shall protect the privacy of 
the residents of the PRRR and adjoining 
residents by the use of shielded fixtures 
and the establishment of structural or 
vegetative screening; 

(3) All outdoor lighting, including dis¬ 
play lighting, shall be turned off after the 
close of business hours, except that need¬ 
ed for safety and security, in which case 
lighting shall be reduced to the minimum 
level necessary; 

(4) display lighting shall be fully shield¬ 
ed to avoid illumination other than that of 
the sign or other object of the light; 

(5) All outdoor lighting, including that 
for recreational facilities, shall be re¬ 
cessed or shielded so that all light emit¬ 
ted is projected below a plane running 
from the bottom of the light fixture to the 
property line of the PRRR; 

(6) Canopy lighting shall be recessed 
and/or shielded so that all light emitted 
is projected directly beneath the canopy 
and not beyond it. All parts of the light 
fixtures must be recessed into the hori¬ 
zontal ceiling of the canopy, and the ver¬ 
tical edges of the canopy shall be lower 
than the horizontal ceiling in which the 
lighting is affixed. 

(7) No neon or flashing lighting shall be 
permitted; 

(8) Temporary emergency lighting is 
exempted from the requirements of this 
section. 

(j) Landscaping. Landscaping shall be an 
important and integral aspect of the PRRR 
project. In accordance with the intent and 


purpose of the district, landscaping is one 
of the major elements that distinguishes 
the PRRR from conventional commer¬ 
cial development by creating a visually 
pleasing project appearance, buffering 
or screening the perimeter and road 
frontage of the development, separating 
various elements of the project, screen¬ 
ing service areas, and dividing parking 
areas to avoid large unbroken expanses 
of pavement. Additionally, landscaping 
provides a variety of environmental ben¬ 
efits by improving air and water quality, 
reducing detrimental heat island effect, 
mitigating soil erosion, and conserving 
energy costs at nearby buildings. In addi¬ 
tional to the regulations cited elsewhere 
herein, the following guidelines shall ap¬ 
ply to landscape design: 

(1) Landscaping may include such ele¬ 
ments as grass areas, shrubs, flowers 
and trees. Walls, fences, benches, tables, 
playgrounds, courtyards and plazas may 
be incorporated into a landscaped area. 
Adding additional acreage or uses. 

(a) Additional land may be added to an 
existing planned commercial develop¬ 
ment if it is adjoining, forms a logical 
addition to the existing development, and 
is under the same ownership or unified 
control. For the purpose of this subsec¬ 
tion, a public road does not prevent lands 
being considered as adjoining. 

(b) the application procedure for adding 
additional acreage shall be the same as 
if an original application were filed. All 
of the requirements of this chapter shall 
apply. 

(c) the addition of a permitted use which 
is not shown on the approved master 
plan shall require an amendment to the 
master plan. The procedure to amend 
the master plan shall be the same as if 
an original application were filed. All of 
the requirements of this chapter shall ap¬ 
ply. RECREATIONAL VEHICLE (RV) 
A vehicular-type camping unit certified 
by the manufacturer as complying with 
ANSI A119.2 or A119.5 and primarily 
designed to provide travel and destina¬ 
tion RV’ing that either has its own mode 
of power or is mounted on or towed 
by another vehicle. The basic units are 
camping trailer, fifth-wheel trailer, mo¬ 
tor home, park trailer, travel trailer and 
truck camper. 

(1) CAMPING TRAILER. A recreation¬ 
al vehicle that is mounted on wheels and 
constructed with collapsible partial side 
walls that fold for towing by another ve¬ 
hicle and unfold for use. 

(2) FIFTH-WHEEL TRAILER. A recre¬ 
ational vehicle designed to be towed by a 
motorized vehicle that contains a towing 
mechanism that is mounted above or for¬ 
ward of the tow vehicle’s rear axle. 

(3) MOTOR HOME. A recreational ve¬ 
hicle built on or permanently attached to 
a self propelled motor vehicle chassis or 
on a chassis cab or van that is an integral 
part of the completed vehicle. 

(4) PARK TRAILER. A recreational ve¬ 
hicle that meets the following criteria: 

(a) Built on a single chassis mounted on 
wheels 

(b) Certified by the manufacturer as com¬ 
plying with ANSI A119.5. 

(5) TRAVEL TRAILER. A recreational 
vehicle designed to be towed by a motor¬ 
ized vehicle containing a towing mecha¬ 
nism that is mounted behind the tow ve¬ 
hicle’s bumper. 

(6) TRUCK CAMPER. A recreational 
vehicle consisting of a roof, floor and 
sides designed to be loaded onto and un¬ 
loaded from the bed of a pickup truck. 
RECREATIONAL VEHICLE/DEPEN¬ 
DENT. A recreational vehicle not con¬ 
taining sanitary facilities and/or devices 
for connecting said facilities to a com¬ 
munity waste disposal system. 
RECREATIONAL VEHICLE/INDE¬ 
PENDENT. A recreational vehicle con¬ 
taining sanitary facilities and devices for 
connecting said facilities to a community 
waste disposal system. This type of RV is 
also referred to as a “self-contained rec¬ 
reational vehicle”. 

RENT. Compensation or other consid¬ 
eration given for a prescribed right, use, 
possession or occupancy of an RV park 
or campground. 

RENTAL/ON-SITE. A camping unit 
placed within an RV park or campground 
which is available for rental to guests. 

Length of Stay in Recreational Vehicle 
Park 

Maximum length of occupancy of spaces 
within the RV park shall be as follows: 

A. Persons occupying vehicles with to¬ 
tal hookups, including sewer, water and 
electricity, shall not occupy any RV park 
space for a period exceeding one hundred 
eighty (180) days in any 12-month peri¬ 
od, nor shall the cumulative occupancy 
by such persons of different RV park 
spaces anywhere in the facility exceed a 
total of one hundred eighty (180) days in 
any 12-month period. 

B. Person occupying tents or vehicles 
with less than total hookup capacity shall 
not occupy any RV park space for a pe¬ 
riod exceeding fourteen (14) days in any 
12-month period, nor shall the cumula¬ 
tive occupancy by such persons of differ¬ 
ent RV park spaces anywhere in the facil¬ 
ity exceed a total of fourteen (14) days in 
any 12-month period. 

Responsibilities of the Recreational 
Vehicle Park Management 

A. The operator of a recreational vehicle 
park shall operate in compliance with 
this Chapter and regulations issued here¬ 
under and shall provide adequate super¬ 
vision to maintain the park, its facilities 
and equipment in good repair and a clean 
and sanitary condition. 

Waivers. The applicant may petition 
the Planning and zoning commission to 
waive or modify requirements of these 
regulations. The applicant must demon¬ 
strate to the satisfaction of such commis¬ 
sion that there are special or extraordi¬ 
nary circumstances particular to his/her 
proposal such that strict application of 
these regulations would impose undue 
hardship or not meet with the intent of 
this Chapter. The applicant must further 
demonstrate that the waiver or modifica¬ 
tion will not result in any adverse impacts 
on the users of the development, adjacent 
properties, nor the general public. 
Appeals. Any person whose application 
for a recreational vehicle park develop¬ 
ment under this Chapter has been denied 
may, within ten (10) days after the date 
on which the application was denied, ap¬ 
peal to the Council under the procedure 
provided in Code Section 6.4.18 herein. 
A hearing on the matter will be scheduled 
within sixty (60) days of the date of the 
appeal being filed. 

Violations; Penalties. Any person, firm 
or corporation violating any of the pro¬ 
visions of this Chapter shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con¬ 
viction thereof, shall be fined pursuant 
to this code. Each day such violation is 
permitted to continue shall constitute a 
separate offense and shall be punishable 
as such. The City may also use any civil 
remedies available to gain compliance 
with this Chapter. 

Recreational Vehicle (RV) Park Devel¬ 
opment Standards 

(A) Park Area Requirements: 1 acre 
minimum, or at least sixteen (16) spaces. 

(B) Space Area Requirements: 1,000 
sq. ft. minimum (no RV park shall have a 
density greater than 16 units per acre) 

(C) Space Width Requirements: 20 
feet minimum 

(D) Park Setback Requirements: Each 
recreational vehicle shall have the fol¬ 
lowing clearances: 

(1) Side Setback: 10 feet minimum from 
adjacent property, unless adjacent to pub¬ 
lic street, then 20 feet; 

(2) Front Setback: 20 feet minimum from 
a public street 

(3) Rear Setback: 10 feet minimum from 
adjacent property, unless adjacent to pub¬ 
lic street, then 20 feet;

(E) Allowed Vehicle Requirements: 

Only recreational vehicles, as defined in 
this Ordinance may be located in an RV 
park. 

(F) Parking Requirements: Parking 
shall be provided for each RV in the park 
in addition to one automobile for each 
RV space. RV parking spaces need not be 
hard surfaced but should be of a gravel 
type material and be kept weed free. Each 
recreational vehicle (RV) shall be able to 
park in designated spaces, and no portion 
of a driveway or roadway may be used for 
recreational vehicle parking. All RVs shall 
maintain at least ten (10) feet spacing be¬ 
tween units. 

(G) Access and Road Requirements: 

Each RV Park shall have access roads as 
follows: For one-way roadways with no 
parking - 12 feet in width; for two-way 
roadways with no parking - 18 feet in 
width; for entrance roadways - 30 feet in 
width. Access through residential zones is 
prohibited. 

(H) Outdoor Living Space Require¬ 
ments: Each RV space shall provide an 
outdoor living space adjacent to the ve¬ 
hicle parking space. The outdoor living 
space shall be a minimum of three hun¬ 
dred (300) sq. ft. and shall be maintained 
in a clean and weed-free manner. 

(I) Landscaping Requirements: Each 
RV park shall provide ten (10) feet of 
landscaping along public streets accord¬ 
ing to the Landscaping section of this 
Ordinance. 

(J) Utility Requirements: All RV parks 
shall be served by the public water supply 
and public sewer system (including dump 
stations). All utilities shall be placed un¬ 
derground. City utilities shall be metered 
as determined by City Building Inspector. 
Installation of back-flow valves and dump 
stations shall be in accordance with the 
applicable code. 

(K) Sanitary Facility Requirements: All 

RV parks shall contain a service building 
containing all sanitary facilities required 
by the Health Code for RVs and shall 
provide a dump station for dependent 
recreational vehicles.

Recreational space of not less than five
